At  a  meeting  of  the  delegates  of  the 
feveral  counties  of  Virginia  at  Wil- 
liimfburgh  fAuguft  i.],  winch  lafted 
for  lix  days,  bcfides  profefTions  of  alle¬ 
giance  and  loyalty,  of  regard  and  affec¬ 
tion  for  their  fellow-fuUje^ls  in  Great 
Britain,  equally  ftrongly  expreffed  with 
thol'c  which  we  hav^  mentioned,  and  fe- 
vcral  refolntions  in  common  with  the  o- 
ther  eolonief,  they  paffed  others  which 
were  peculiar,  and  confidering  the  Itatc 
and  circiimffances  of  that  province,  with 
its  immediate  dependence  on  the  mo¬ 
ther-country,  for  the  dirpofal  of  its  only 
ttaple  commodity,  muft  be  eoniidered 
very  deferring  of  attention,  becaufe 
Rrongly  indicating  the  true  fpirit  of  that 
people.  / 

Among  thefc,  they  refolved  not  to 
pnrehafe  any  more 'Haves  frorp  Africa, 
the  Well  Indies,  or  any  other,  place; 
that  ti»eir  nqh-importatiun  agreement 
Ihould  take  place  on  thl*  firft  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  November;  and  that  if  the  Ame¬ 
rican  grievances  were  not  redrefled  by 
the  loth  of  A  If  guff  1775,  they  would  ex- 
pot  t,  after  that  time,  no  tobacco,  nor 
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any'  other  goods  whatever,  W  Great 
Britain ;  and  to  render  this  laft  rcTolu* 
tion  the  more  cffcdlual,  they  ftrongly  re¬ 
commended  the  cultivation  of  fuch  ar¬ 
ticles  of  huibandry,  inftead  of  tobacco^ 
as'might  form  a  proper  bafis  for  manu* 
fadtures  of  all  forts ;  and  particularly  ta 
improve  the  breed  ’  of  >  their  ftieep,  to 
multiply  them^  aad  to  kill  as  few 'of 
them  as  poflibic.  They  alfa  refolved  to 
declare  thofe  enemies  to  their  oouhtry, 
who  (hould  break  throtfgh  the  noh-im- 
portation  rcfolution.  The  people  of 
.  Maryland,  the  other  areat  tobacco  co¬ 
lony,  were  hotibeltfnd-hand  with  thofe 
of  Virginia  in  their  determinations;  and 
the  twoCarolinaSfWhofe  exiftenc^  ferm- 
ed  to  depend  upon  their  exportation^ 
>vere  by  no  means  among  the  Icaft  vio¬ 
lent. 

.Thus  the  Bofton  port  bill,  and  its 
companions,  had  even  exceeded  the 
prognollications  of  their  moft  .violent 
opponents.  They  had  raifed  a  flame 
.  from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the  conti¬ 
nent  of  America,  and  united  all  the  old 
colonies  in  one  common  A  fimi- 

lar  language  was  every  where,  held  | 
or,  if  there  was  any  diflfrrence  in  the  lan¬ 
guage,  the  meafures  that  were  adopted 
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were  every  where  direded  to  the’  fame  but  fcldom  that  fuperabundance,  whicll 
obje«:^t.  They  ail  agieed  iii  the  main  proves  lb  fatal  to  both  in  old  and  refined 
points,  of  holding  a  congref'*,  of  not  countries.  ’The  American  freeholders 
futxniuing  to  the  payment  of  any  inter-  at  prefent  are  nearly,  in^point  of  con- 
nal  taxes  that  were  not,  as  nfiial,  impo-  dition,  what  the  Englilir'yeomen  were 
fed  by  their  own  aH'cmblies,  and  of  of  old,  when  they  rendered  us  formi- 
fufpeiKling  all  commerce  wlrh  the  mo-  dalde  to  all  Europe,  and  our  name  ccle- 
ther-counlrv,  until  the  American  grie-  brated  throughout  the  world.  The  for- 


vanccs  in  general,  and  th»)rc  of  Mafi'a- 
chufett's  Bay  in  particular,  were  fully 
retire  n't  d. 

The  ctJmmon  people  of  America,  on 
receiving  an  account  of  tlic  palfing  of 
the  Bolton  port  bill,  and  its  companions, 
as  is  always  the  calc,  were,  from  cir- 
cundlances  or  tttnj>er,  more  t>r  lefs  vio¬ 
lent  in  dirt'crcnt  places;  but  the  rcfolu- 
tioii  as  to  the  great  objetJt  of  debate,  the 
point  of  laxition,  was  every  where  the 
lanu ,  and  ihe  inofl  inodeiate,  even  at 
Ktw  Yoik,  feemed  determined  to  en- 
I'li.  •  any  evils  rather  than  liibmit  to 
tl!i<.  At  Newport,  in  Uluule  liland, 
th  *  flame  burned  higher  than  in  fome  o- 
tiler  places;  an  inll  immatory  piper  was 
there  publiflied,  with  a  mi>rto  in  capi¬ 
tals,  “  Join  or  die;’*  in  this  piece  the 
ftate  of  Boflon  w,»a  ie|)refentcd  as  a 
ficgc,  and  as  a  direct  and  hoftile  invafion 
of  ail  the  colonies  ;  “  'Mie  generals  of 
delpolil'm  (it  fa>  are  now  drawing  the 
lines  of  cireumvaliation  aroiiiul  our  bul¬ 
warks  of  liberty,  ami  nothing  hut  unity, 
refolntiun,  and  perfeverance  can  fave 
oiirfelves  ami  oiu  ptiflcrity  from  what  is 
worfe  than  death — llavery.” 

W’hat  rrmlcred  thi-s  ftate  of  affairs  the 
rrore  dangeions,  was,  that  it  did  not  a- 
rile  fnxn  the  difeontent  of  a  tiirbiilent  or 
opprefl'ed  nobility,  where,  by  bringing 
over  a  lew  of  the  leaders,  the  rell  innft 
follow  of  courfe,  or  perfilt  only  to  their 
ruin  ;  nor  did  it  de^xmil  upon  the  refoln- 
t»on  or  pcrfcvtiance  ('f  a  body  of  mer- 
fliants  and  dealers,  where  t  very  man 
hab'tii  dly  fludious  oC  his  Immediate  in- 
tereft,  would  tremble  at  the  thought  f>f 
ihofe  confeqnences  which  might  elVential- 
Iv  alfcifl  It ;  ami  whciT  a  tew  lucrative 
jobs  or  contravJts,  properly  applied, 
would  fplit  them  into  mimberlefs  fac¬ 
tious  ;  oil  the*  ct'P.trary,  in  this  inlVince, 
the  great  force  of  ti.e  oppolilion  to  go¬ 
vernment,  co'^i'nled  in  the  landhohUrs 
throughout  Ameru  a.  'riiellritiib  lands  in 
that  vail  cvmtinent  are  gcrcrally  por¬ 
tioned  out  in  iinnibt  ill  fmail  fieehoMs, 
and  alVoitl  that  mediocrity  of  condition 
ti>  the  poffclTors,  which  is  fufficicnt  to 
raUc  ftrong  hovlics  a:id  vigorous  minU^  I 


mer,  from  many  obvious  circumflancei, 
arc  more  enthufiaft’ical  lovers  of  liberty 
than  even  our  yeornen  were.  Such  a 
body  was  too  numerous  to  be  bribed, 
and  too  bold  to  be  defpifed  without 
great  danger. 

In  this  untoward  (late  of  public  affairs, 
gen.  Gage  had  the  confolation  to  receive 
a  congratulatory  addrefs  from  the  juf- 
tices  of  the  peace  of  Plymouth  county, 
all'embled  at  their  general  feflions,  m 
which,  befides  the  ciiflomary  compli¬ 
ments,  they  expreffed  great  concern  at 
feeing  that  the  inhabitants  of  fome 
towns,  influenceil  by  certain  perfuns, 
calling  themfclves  committees  of  cor- 
refpondence,  and  encouraged  by  fome 
whofe  bufmefs  it  was, as  preachers  of  the 
gofpel,  to  inculcate  principles  of  loyalty 
and  obedience  to  the  laws,  entering  m- 
to  a  league,  calculated  to  increafe  the 
difpleafure  of  the  fovereign,  to  exafpe- 
rate  the  parent-country,  and  to  inter¬ 
rupt  the  harmony  of  fociety.  A  protcft 
was  all'o  palled  by  feveral  gentlemen  of 
the  county  of  Worcefler,  againtt  all 
riotous  diforders  and  I'editious  pra^iccf. 
Tlicfe  ert'oits  had  however  no  other  cf- 
fe^it,  than  probably  to  lead  the  gover¬ 
nor  as  well  as  adminiftration  into  an  er¬ 
roneous  opinion  as  to  the  ftrength  and 
number  of  the  friends  of  govemment  in 
that  province. 

'riiough  liberal  contributions  were 
raifed  in  the  different  colonies  for  the 
relief  of  the  fuffering  inhabitants  of 
Bollon,  yet  it  may  be  cafily  conceived, 
that  in  a  tow’u  containing  aliove  ao,coo 
inhabitants,  who  had  always  fiibfiffcd  by 
commerce  and  the  feveral  trades  and 
kinds  of  hiitinefs  fnbfervient  to  it,  an<^ 
where  the  maintenance  of  numherleft 
families  depended  merely  upon  locality^ 
that  the  cutting  off  of  that  grand  fonrco 
t)f  their  employment  and  fubliftciicc 
mult,  notwit hflanding  any  temporary 
n  lit  fs,  occalion  great  and  numerous  dif- 
trrffcs.  Even  the  rich  were  not  exempt 
from  this  general  calamity,  as  a  ''tiT 
gieat  part  of  their  pro  ^)erty  con  lifted  10 
wharfs,  ware-houfes,  ilicds,  ami  all  fb(^ 
iiuiucrous  tTcd.iofl8  which  arc  deftinfd

to  the  purpofcs  of  commerce  in  a  great 
trailing  port,  and  were  no  longer  of  any 

value. 

Tlicy,  however,  bore  their  misfor¬ 
tunes  with  a  wonderful  conftancy,  and 
met  with  a  general  fympathy  and  ten- 
dernefs,  which  much  confirmed  their 
reloliition.  Their  neighbours,  the  mer¬ 
chants  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
poi  t  of  Marblehead,  who  were  among 
thole  that  were  to  profit  the  moft  by 
their  ruin,  inficad  of  cndeavmtnng  to 
reap  the  fruits  of  their  calamity,  fent 
them  a  generous  offer  of  the  ufe  of  their 
liores  and  w  harfs,  of  attending  to  the 
lading  and  unlading  of  their  goods,  and 
t»f  tranfading  all  thebufinefs  they  fhould 
do  at  their  port,  without  putting  them 
to  the  fmalleft  cxpencc  ;  but  they  at  the 
fame  time'exhorted  them  to  perfevere  in 
that  patience  and  refolution  which  had 
ever  been  their  charadleriftic. 

Soon  after  the  general's  arrival  in  liis 
g<>vernment,  tw’O  regiments  of  foot, 
with  a  fmall  detachment  of  the  artillery, 
ainl  fome  cannon,  were  landed  at  Bof- 
ton,  and  encamped  on  the  common, 
which  lies  within  the  pcninfula  on 
which  the  to\yn  ffands.  Thefe  troops 
were  by  degrees  reinforced  by  the  arri¬ 
val  of  feveral  regiments  from  Ireland, 
New’-Yoik,  Halifax,  and  at  length  from 
^.^lehcc.  It  may  be  eafily  conceived, 
that  the  arrival  and  ffation  of  thdfe 
triK)ps  wMs  far  from  being  agreeable  to 
the  inhabitants  ;  nor  was  the  jealoiifv  in 
any  degree  lefs,  in  the  minds  of  tfieir 
neighbours  of  the  fuiTounding  counties. 
This  ditfatisfadtion  was  further  increa- 
fed  by  the  placing  of  a  guard  at  Bofton 
Neck  (which  is  the  narrow  ifthmus  that 
joins  the  peninfula  to  the  continent);  a 
meafureof  which  the  frequent  defertion 
of  the  foldicrs  was  either  the  caufc,  or 
the  pretext. 

In  this  ftatc,  a  trifling  circnmffance 
give  the  people  of  Bofton  a  full  earneft  of 
the  fupport  they  might  expert  from  the 
country  in  cafe  of  extremity,  and  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  knowing  the  general  tem- 
I'cr  wf  the  people.  A  report  had  been 
fpread,  perhaps  induftrioufly,  that  a 
regiment  pofted  at  the  Neck  had  cut  oft* 
all  eommimication  with  the  country,  in 
onlcr  to  ftarve  the  towm  irrto  a  compli¬ 
ance  w  ith  any  mcafiires  that  might  be 
propofol  to  ti’.rm.  Upon  this  vague  re¬ 
port,  a  large  brxty  of  the  inhabitantt  of 
;U*  ccHuity  of  \VA>rctrfttr  hnmediately 


affembled,  and  difpatched  two  meffen* 
gers  exprefs  to  Boftcin,  to  difeover  the 
truth  of  the  intelligence.  Thefe  en¬ 
voys  informed  the  town,  that  if  the  re¬ 
port  had  been  tnic,  there  were  feveral 
thoufand  armed  men  ready  to  have 
marched  to  their  aftiftance ;  and  trdd 
them  further,  that  they  were  commif- 
fioned  to  acquaint  them,  that  even  tho' 
they  might  be  difpofed  to  a  fbrrender  of 
their  liberties,  the  people  of  the  country 
would  not  think  thcmfclves  at  all  inclu¬ 
ded  in  their  ad.  That  by  the  late  adt 
of  the  Britifh  parliament,  and  the  bills 
which  were  pending  therein,  when  the 
laft  intelligence  was  receivt'd,  their 
charter  was  utterly  vacated;’ and  that 
the  compad  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  colony  being  thus  difl'olvcd,  they 
were  at  full  liberty  to  cTmrbine  together 
in  what  manner  and  form  they  thought 
beft  for  mutual  fecurily. 

Not  long  after  [Augnft  4.],  the  go¬ 
vernor  iflired  a  proclamation  for  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  piety  and  virtue,  and 
for  the  preventing  and  pnnifhing  of  vice, 
profanenefs,  and  immorality.  Thisprc)- 
clamation,  which  was  avowedly  in  imi¬ 
tation  of  that  iftued  by  his  majtfty  upon 
his  acceflion,  feems,  like  moft  aits  c*f 
government  about  this  time,  to  have 
been  wrong  placed  and  ill-timed.  The 
people  of  that  province  had  always  been 
fcotfed  at,  and  reproached  by  their  ene¬ 
mies,  as  well  as  by  thofc  of  hH>R*r  man¬ 
ners,  foP  a  Pharifaical  attention  tt>  out¬ 
ward  forms,  and  to  the  appear^rTtoes  of 
religious  piety  and  virtue.  H  is  fcareely 
worth  an  obfervation,  that  ncit*her  pro¬ 
clamations  or  laws,  can  reach  farther 
than  external  .appeatances.  But  in  this 
proclamation  “  hypiKTify'^  l>e!ng  infer- 
ted  among  the  immoralities,  apinft 
which  the  people  were  warned,  it  teem¬ 
ed  as  if  an  ad  of  ftate  were  turned  into  a 
libel  on  the  [>eople  ;  and  this  inftitt.exal- 
perated  greatly  the  rage  of  minds  alrea¬ 
dy  fufticiently  difeon tented.

Rich  countries  arc  taxed  in  proper* 
tion  to  their  riches ;  and  truly  Pdxm’t 
know  w'hich  is  the  mod  preferable  u Ela¬ 
tion,  to  live  in  a  country  flourilhiug  by 
induftry,  and  having  exorbitant  taxca  to 
pay,  w  hich  leave  you  barely  the  meana 
of  fubliflencc,  or  to  live  in  a  country 
without  circulation,  but  in  a  happy  cafr. 
It  feems  to  me  every  individual  chufes 
rather  to  gain  lefs,  and  pay  nothing, 
than  to  gain  much,  and  to  give  it  almuft 
all  away.

the  jMfig  Ladies, 


\S  the  genius  of  any  people  is  not 
more  eafily  difeovered  in  their  fe- 
riouj  moments  than  wlien  they  give  a 
lui  iV  to  freedom  and  pleafiire,  fo  the 
h '  ots  nation  in  peculiarly  chaiavJteriftd 
l)y  the  mode  of  their  diverfions.  A  fo- 
l‘er  iVdate  elegance  pervades  them  all, 
blcuiled  with  an  cafe  and  propriety 
'Oiieh  delights,  and  is  furc  to  meet 
with  approbation.  A  Scotfman  does 
i-')t  relax  himfelf  for  amufement,  as  if  to 
away  the  hour:  he  feems,  even  in 
the  height  of  pleafure,  bufy  and  intent, 
Old  a^  he  would  do  were  he  about  to 
*un  fomc  advantage.  His  diverfions 
•*1  e  not  calculated  to  feducc  the  unwary, 
or  recreate  the  idle,  bwt  to  unbend  the 
mind  witlioiit  corrupting  It.  He  feems 
^*5  it  in  his  infancy  he  had  been  taught 
III  make  learning  his  diverfion,  and  was 
now  level  ling  it,  and  making  his  diver- 
lion  his  Itiidy. 

but,  betides  the  public  entertainments 
this  city,  which  arc  derived  from 
c  impany,  the  inhabitants  have  more  re- 
lourees  of  pleafure  within  themfelves 
tiian  in  many  other  places.  The  young 
^ople  paint,  draw,  are  fond  of  mufic, 
T  employ  their  hours  in  reading,  anti 
‘M'dring  tfie  accomplifhments  of  tlic 
i»iil.  Every  Ixiardiag-fchool  Mifs  has 
'HKihing  of  this  kind  to  recommend 
and  m;tkr  her  an  agreeable  compa- 
mn  ;  and,  inflead  of  a  little  fmattering 
I  ficnch,  which  is  the  bighelt  ambiiioa 
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to  attain  in  Queen’s-fquare,  you  find 
them  in  Edinburgh  entertaining  in  coa- 
verfatiou,  fentimental,  and  well  inform* 
wCd.  The  mode  of  education  of  the 
young  ladies  is  here  highly  to  be  com* 
mended,  and  admirably  calculated  to 
make  them  good  wives.  Befides  iKcdle* 
work,  and  thofe  trifling  arts'whidi  are 
the  principal  of  their  inflni^ioa  in  £ng« 
land,  .the  precepts  of  morality,  virtue^ 
and  honour,  are  taught  them  from  thefr  ' 
earlielt  infancy,  whilil  they  are  iuftru^l- 
cd  toconflder  themfelves  as  beings  bora 
for  focicty,  for  more  than  outlide  ap¬ 
pearance  and  tranfitory  pleafure,  and  to 
attend  to  the  knowledge  of  what  is  ufe- 
ful,  rather  than  the  o^conomy  of  a  tam¬ 
bour-frame.  The  ladies  alfo,  who  un¬ 
dertake  this  arduous  talk  of  inftrudioi>» 
are  perfons  much  better  qualified  in  ge¬ 
neral  than  in  other  countries.  They 
likewife  introduce  them  into  the  politeft 
company,  and  give  them  a  taftc  for  ele¬ 
gant  and  proper  amufements ;  that» 
when  they  leave  fclfool,  they  are  no%  , 
>^only  mlftrefl'es  of  thofe  accompliUimcntB 
which  are  neceffary  to  command  a  fami¬ 
ly,  but  Iwve  the  deportment  and  heha-  ' 
viour  of  experienced  women  of  fafhion. 

No  ladies  in  Scotland  ever  murder 
the  precious  moments  in  wliat  is  called 
<iuorkf  which  is  neither  entertainment  or 
profit,  merely  becaule  they  mull  have 
the  appearance  of  doing  fomething  whilft 
they  fee  every  one  employed  around 
them.  They  let  no  minute  efcape  with-  , 
out  its  refpe^ive  office,  which  may  be 
of  utility  to  themfelves  or  others  ;  and, 
after  a  proper  facrificc  to  reading  and  li¬ 
terature,  gain  inftrmflion  from  focicty 
and  coiiverfation. 

1  have  often  thought  it  a  principal  de- 
fr<fl  in  the  education  of  the  Englifh  la¬ 
dies,  that  thqy  are  taught  to  pay  fo 
much  attentioH  to  the  pradlceof  fewin^ 
work,  and  other  needle  operations, 
whilft  they  negle*5l  learning  of  greater 
importance  and  pleafure.  Since  they 
have  minds  ecpially  capable  of  inftruc- 
tion  with  the  other  fex,  why  fliould  they 
not  be  cnlighteni'd  with  the  fame  kind 
of  knowledge  ?  efpccially  as  they  feem 
more  fiiited  to  it,  as  well  from  their  fu- 
perior  fcnfibility  as  their  t^reater  leifure 
and  domeftic  life.  Why  fhould  the  cha- 
ra^eriftic  which  diftingtiiflies  ut  from 
brutes  be  fo  ftrongly  cultivated  in  the 
male,  and  have  fo  little  attention  paid  to 
it  in  the  female  f|*ccies?  Wifdom^n^ 
fder.ee  arc  aot  pcrfe^iooi  in  tts,  iQctdy 


b«:aufc  we  arc  men,  but  as  rcafonable 
creatures,  who  have  the  pre-eminence 
oter  the  rell  of  the  creation.  It  is  in¬ 
deed  necellary  for  the  ladies  to  know 
thefe  thhiijs,  in  order  to  qualify  them 
far  ^domeitic  occononiy  ;  but  1  have  no 
idea  of  any  woman,  except  her  whofe 
circuinitances  cannot  alford  the  expence 
ot*  paying  a  fervant,  making  them  her 
employ,  or  putting  them  in  practice. 

The  married  ladies  ol  this  city  fcldom 
entertain  large  fets  of  company,  or  have 
routs,  as  in  London  :  I'liey  give  the 
preference  to  private  parties  and  cainW- 
ja'rJuuiy  where  they  play  at  cards  for 
finall  hims,  ;md  never  run  the  rilk  of 
being  obliged  to  difeharge  a  debt  of  ho¬ 
nour  at  the  rxpence  of  their  virtue  and 
innocence.  They  often  frequent  the 
theatre,  and  Ihcw  great  tafte  aful  judg¬ 
ment  in  the  choice  of  plays  where  Mr 
i)igges  performs  a  principal  charadcr. 

As  to  cxcrcife,  they  fcldom  ride  upon 
korfchack,  but  find  much  plcafure  in 
walking,  to  which  the  foil  and  country 
is  peculiarly  adapted,  being  dry,  plea- 
fant,  and  abounding  in  profpeCts  and 
romantic  fccncs.  Ir  is  likewife  cullo- 
mary  for  them  to  drive  in  tlu  ir  carriages 
t<*ilic  fands  t)f  Leith  and  Mnllllburgh, 
and  parailc  backwards  and  forwards  af¬ 
ter  the  maurtcr  of  Scarborongl»,  and  o- 
tfur  places  of  fca- bathing  refort.  For 
vivacity  and  agility  in  dancing,  none  ex¬ 
cel  the  Scott'  ladies  :  'Flicir  execution  in 
reels-  autl  country  dances  is  amazing ; 
atul  the  varie  ty  of  fieps  which  tliey  in- 
tnxTiice,  and  the  jultncls  of  their  tar,  is 
beytmd  rlclcriplion.  They  are  vciy 
toiul  jir>  of  minuets,  but  fall  greatly 
thori  in  the  peiformance  of  them,  ;»s 
they  are  defieient  in  grace  and  elegance 
in  their  motions.  Many  of  them  play 
on  t!ic  harplicord  and  guitar,  and  fim.e 
hau‘  mufic  U\  thtir  Vi'iecs  ;  though  tl'.cy 
r.atlrer  love  to  licar  others  jn  ifin  in  tlian 
pl.«y  themfelves. 

1  di>  not  ll^ink  the  Sci'ts  ladies  are 
gnat  prolicit  nts  in  the  languages.  'They 
rarely  attempt  .my  thiry  fiMtlur  tlt  .n 
the  1‘ici.clu  nnIcaS  n)  Viy  (if  Ihcrr.  fpeak 
with  great  punnlcty,  IliUMicy.  .rnd  goiul 
accent;  but  lluy  make  rp  for  it  by 
tt»(lr  accurate  and  lull  kuovsiedee  of 
tbcir  own.

theirfavourites.  Novels  and  romahcgi 
they  feel  and  admire  ;  and  thofc  chicHy 
which  are  tender,  fympathetic,  foothing, 
or  melancholy.-  Their  hearts  are  fort, 
and  full  of  paflion  ;  and  a  well  told  ftory 
makes  a  deep  iiitpreflion  on  them.  Like 
virgin  wax,  a  gentle  heat’ mollifici  their 
minds,  which  refledls  the  fineft  touchci 
of  art  and  fentiment. 

Nor  are  the  gentlemen  in  Edinburgh 
lefs  rational  in  their  diverfiohs  than  the 
ladies.  There  is  only  one  in  which  I 
c.in  cenfure  their  conduct :  They  rather 
pay  too  much  rcfpeift  to  the  divinity  of 
Bacchus,  and  offer  too  copious  libationi 
at  the  flirine  of  that  jovial  deity.  Their 
wines,  indeed,  of  all  kinds  arc  excellent, 
and  their  climate  not  the  mod  comfort¬ 
able  ;  lb  that  fome  allowance  ought  to 
be  made  in  that  refperft;  but  as  they 
are,  they  are  by  no  means  fo  intempe¬ 
rate  as  the  Germans  ;  and  perhaps  their 
appearing  to  me  in  the  leaft  intemperate 
may  be  occafioned  by  my  peculiar  aver- 
fion  to,  and  abflincncc  from,  all  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors.  1  have  neither  taftc  to 
reiiih,  or  head  to  bear  them.  I  have  no 
idea  of  a  man  extending  the  pleafiircof 
tlrinking  beyond  third,  or  forcing,  in 
imagination,  an  appetite  artificial  and 
again d  nature. 

I'lu*  youths  in  this  country  ire  very 
rr.anly  in  their  cxercifcs  and  amufements. 
Strength  and  agility  feem  to  be  mofl 
their  attention.  The  infignirtcant  paf- 
times  of  marbles,  tops,  &c,  they  arc  to¬ 
tally  unacquainted  with.  Thediverfioo 
whicli  is  peculiar  to  Scotland,  and  in 
which  .all  ages  find  great  plcafurc»  i* 
golf.  They  play  .at  it  with  a  fmali  lci* 
tlicrn  ball,  like  a  fives  ball,  andipiwf 
of  wood,  n.at  on  one  fide,  in  thelbipf 
of  a  fm.ill  bat,  which  is  fadcncd  at  the 
end  «'f  a  dick,  of  three  or  four  feet  !org» 
.at  rii^ht  angles  to  it.  The  art  coo6fti 
io  rt liking  the  ball  with  this  Indrument 
into  a  hole  in  the  ground  in  a 
mnnber  of  drokes  than  your  adverf*ft' 
'i’liis  vamc  has  the  fuperiority  oferieW 
and  tennis,  in  being  Icfs  violent  af® 
dangerous  ;  but,  in  point  of  dcitc'^^ 
and  amufement,  by  no  means  to  » 
compared  with  them.  However,  I®* 
informed  that  Ibme  (kill  and  nicety 
ncccfl':iry  to  drike  the  ball  to  the  1^^ 
fed  dilVince,  and  no  further;

It  requires  no 
tion  and  drength  ;  and  all 
agci  play  at  it.  They  indrua  ,

loiif  ;  and  grey  Iiairs  boall  their  execu¬ 
tion.  As  to  their  other  diverfions,  they 
dance,  play  at  cards,  love  fliooting, 
hunting,  and  the  pleafures  of  the  field  ; 
bnt  are  proficients  in  none  of  them. 
When  they  are  young,  indeed,  they 
dance,  in  the  manner  of  their  country, 
extremely  well  ;  but  afterwards  (to 
Ij-eaiv  in  the  language  of  the  turf)  they 
train  ofi',  and  are  too  robuft  and  mufeu- 
lar  to  pofiefs  either  grace  or  agility. 

1  am  forry  to  fay  the  hazard -table  is 
in  high  falhion  and*  eftimation.  There 
are  clubs  in  Edinburgh  who  may  vie 
with  Whitens  or  Almack’s :  But  the 
mibtorinne  is,  there  is  a  deficiency  of 
ready  money,  which  obliges  them  to 
keep  books,  by  which  they  transfer  their 
debts  to  one  another.  This  renders  it 
both  inconvenient  and  troublcfome  to 
ftrangtrs  to  engage  them  ;  for,  if  you 
lofe,  their  neceflity  compels  them  to  de- 
niand  immediate  payment ;  and,  on  the 
(  untrary,  if  you  chance  to  be  fuccefsful, 
they  refer  you  to  twenty  different  people 
before  you  can  expert  your  money  ;  and 
you  have  realbn  to  blefs  your  ftars  if 
ever  you  obtain  it. — I  do  not  know  any 
thing  fo  difgufting,  or  againft  the  grain 
of  pt)litenefs,  as  being  obliged  to  dun  a 
gentleman  for  a  game-debt :  but  here  it 
is  ahfoliitely  neceffary  :  If  you  do  not, 
you  play  without  the  Icaft  chance  of  be¬ 
ing  a  winner.

Men  of  narrow  minds,  unable  to  ex¬ 
tend  their  conceptions  beyond  the 
little  fpherc  of  their  own  obfervation, 
have  always  been  found  to  form  con¬ 
tracted  ideas  of  the  divine  adminiflra- 
tion  in  the  w'orks  of  creation  and  provi¬ 
dence.  Unwilling  to  think  tli.it  the 
wife  Ruler  of  the  univerfe  has  efiablini- 
cil  general  laws,  by  which  every  circum- 
fianee  is  diredted  to  promote  the  inte- 
reff  of  the  whole  ;  and  that  the  nature 
ot  ihefe  laws  is  fucli,  that  particular  ex¬ 
ceptions  cannot  be  made  in  favour  of 
itulividn.als  ;  they  are  .always  apt  to 
alciilK*  every  incident,  for  which  they 
cannot  eafily  account,  to  a  fpecial  inter-*^ 
polition  of  divine  power.  They  are  ever 
bnfying  tlicir  (hallow  minds  in  account¬ 
ing  for  every  thing  that  falls  under  their 
Police,  by  having  recourfe  to  tJi«  imme- 
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diate  agency  of  the  Supreme  ^ing^ 
whilfl  they  could,  more  rationally,  and 
more  to  the  honour  of  the  Deity^  ex* 
plain  them  by  the  general  tenor  of  divine 
adminiflration.  When  common  and  ex* 
tcrnal  occuiTences  fail  them,  they  fet 
their  imaginations  to  work,  and  difeo* 
ver  numberlefs  inftances  of  the  imme¬ 
diate  exertion  of  the  divine  arm  in  thdr 
own  experience.  Hence  perfons  of  weak 
judgments  have  feigned  to  themfelves 
fupernatural  illuminations,  and  miracu*^ 
lous  interpofitions  of  Providence.  On 
this  has  been  reared  a  wild  and  abfurd 
fabric  of  fupcrfiition,  equ.illy  unworthy 
of  every  rational  idea  that  we  can  form 
of  Deity,  and  pernicious  to  the  interefit 
of  focicty.  Men  of  this  narrow  caft> 
like  the  untutored  peafant,  who  ima¬ 
gines  that  the  w’holc  fabric  of  the  (tarry 
heavens  is  nightly  carried  round  our 
diminutive  globe,  merely  to  afford  it  a 
twinkling  light,  conceive  that  the  admi* 
nifiration  of  Providence  is  conducted 
only  as  it  refpedts  their  own  cuntra^ed 
interefts.  They  confine  the.  circle  of 
God's  aclminiftration  to  that  narrow 
portion  of  it  which  their  own  limited 
minds  can  grafp,  and  regard  every 
thought  as  impious  which  .might  tend  to 
enlighten  their  d.irkcned  fouls.  How 
Ihocking  are  the  confequenccs  of  fiich 
naiTow  views?  To  fiich  may  we  not 
aferibe  that  impenetrable  gloom  of  ig¬ 
norance  and  fuperftition,  which  for  fo 
many  ages  overfpread  the  Chrifiian 
world — vvhicli  extinguifhed  every  fpark 
of  fcience,  and  disfigured  the  amiable 
form  of  our  religion,  fubfiitnting  in  its 
(lead  the  hideous  abortions  of  enthufiaf* 
tic  minds  ? 

We,  who  arc  fo  happy  as  to  live. In 
this  more  enlightened  age,  may  place 
ourfclves  in  fuch  a  point  of  view  as  to 
obferve  the  gradual  proprefs  of  tliefe 
evils  arifing  from  narrow  ideas  of  divine 
ad  mini  ft  ration,  till  they  produced  the 
mi>nftroUB  forms  of  fuperftition  and  en- 
thiifiafm  :  and  may  we  learn,  from  the 
experience  of  paft  ages,  to  guard  againfl 
Ihrir  future  attacks  I 

When  we  recur  to  Tliat  early  peHodf 
foon  after  Chriftianity^wat  cftabliilicd  in 
our  country,  we  find  defigning  pfieftt 
taking  advantage  of  the  natural  bias  of 
the  human  mind  to  believe  in  a  divine 
adminiftration  t  but,  infteadof  enlarging 
their  views  of  it,  and  la>'ing  before  them 
the  ex.enfive  fcalr  of  Provideocet  at  far 

as  it  it  difcoverable  to  ^  limited  fliciiU 
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tics,  they  bafdy  fmcd  the  opportunity 
of  turning  the  prepoirtflions  of  mankind 
tt>  their  [)rivatc  gain.  'I  hey  taugiit  the 
ignorant  multitude  that  eternal  falva- 
tion  was  the  reward  cf  an  enlhiiiiaftic 
fait!»,  and  that  a  few  fanatical  certnio- 
nies  were  hidieient  to  atone  for  the  moft 
atrocioua  acts  of  guilt.  Inllead  of  teach¬ 
ing  men  to  rcmjuncc  their  vices,  and  ac- 
qaiire  h  d>its  of  virtue,  they  inculcated 
the  elBcacy  of  papal  ahfolutit)us.  In- 
ftead  of  recommeiuling  charily  and  be¬ 
nevolence  towards  the  whole  human 
race,  ihey  inforced  a  violent  attachment 
to  their  own  church,  and  a  diabolical 
animolity  acainit  every  other; — and, 
wlule  tliey  forgot  to  teach  liberality  to 
the  wretched  Ions  of  poverty,  they  fail- 
r»l  not  to  fet  generolity  to  the  clergy  at 
the  head  of  all  the  virtues.  W’lule  fueh 
narrow  principles  were  always  urged  to 
the  underllandings  of  irun,  and  while 
they  had  no  opportunity  of  getting  bet¬ 
ter  infi)r'nati«)i>,  tlicir  minds  were  gra- 
liually  eo»itraCled  ;  their  eyes  were 
Miuiled  to  tl'ic  nuinbcrlcfs  inllances  of 
'■"(Me  gfn)dnefs  fo  copionlly  ditfule-d 
.  if'.e  universe;  the  iin|>enetrablc 
giootn  of  igiH)ran€e  ftifled  every  gene- 
roii.s  thought;  ai>d  their  fouls  heeame 
the  piey  of  the  hl.ickcd  fuperftition. 
W'luat  their  minds  were  wrapt  up  in  the 
narrow  eonfidciMtTf>u  of /r//*,  every  focial 
idea  was  fuppretVeil.  Strangers  to  eve- 
vy  inftance  of  the  l>cnevolence  of  Clod  in 
bis  works,  they  imagined  that  their  fer- 
viees  were  molt  sneeptable  to  him  vvhetv 
they  utired  from  the  world,  and  bound 
themfelves  over  to  the  ghnuny  devo- 
tjons  of  the  hermit’s  cell,  rxcluding 
themfelves  froiti  the  charms  of  foeiety, 
and  thtis  ciuintcrading  the  kind  inten¬ 
tions  of  nature,  their  minds  became  the 
Hxed  rcfulence  ('f  inelanclioly.  rhe  en¬ 
livening  ray  of  ho[  r  ccafed  to  beam  on 
their  fi>uls,  and  every  mark  <d'  divine 
poodiuMs  paiVcd  unperceived  by  them, 
j'heir  imaginations  veprefented  the  Gml 
of  heaven  as  a  gloomy,  vitiJiclive  Being, 
like  themfelves  ;  and  they  let  their 
minds  to  work  to  tlevifc  methods  to  ap- 
peafe  the  incenfid  Deity,  lienee  all  tl'c 
fren/y  of  fairatieiim — ’aence  that  juon- 
flrous  bundle  of  abfurd  i  ite>,  ihe  prac¬ 
tice  of  which  wa**,  for  fo  m.any  ages,  the 
tiifgraee  of  nafon. 

Long  did  the  rational  1.icnlli<., 
ir.aukind  eontimie  in  th's 
pr.ivation.  The  (tt'rnai  I'eerets  ot  tl’.e 
^  Alnughi),  with  jegoid  to  the  loui  hap- 


pinefs  of  his  creatures,  feemed  to  be 
overturned,  and  human  aft'airs  feemed 
to  be  directed  by  the  blind  caprice  of 
chance.  But  mankind  were  not  doom¬ 
ed  to  continue  for  ever  in  darknefs. 
Matters  were  now  ripe  for  the  over¬ 
throw  of  ignorance  and  error.  Reafon 
had  been  too  long  eclipfed  by  the  thick 
darknefs  which  had  covered  the  face  of 
the  Chriftian  world,  and  her  powers 
were  now  deftined  to  emerge.  Men  of 
a  bold  and  enterprifing  fpirit,  though 
not  yet  wholly  freed  themfelves  from 
the  (hackles  of  uarrowntfs  of  mind,  ap¬ 
peared  at  the  period  of  the  reformation, 
and  haHeued  an  event  which  w’as  alrea¬ 
dy  ripe  for  accompliflmient.  And  here, 
if  vve  may  cantioully  venture  to  explore 
the  condud  of  Providence,  we  may 
paufe  to  admire  the  infinite  wifdomof 
its  mcafures ;  for,  had  thefe  men  been 
more  euliglitened  by  the  refinements  of 
reafon  and  philolbphy — had  they  been 
more  deeply  fkillcd  in  the  marks  of  di¬ 
vine  bciicvolenec  difplayed  in  the  w’orks 
of  creation  and  providence — had  they 
been  tauglit  by  phihifophy  to  moderate 
and  fubilue  their  pafllons,  and  to  extend 
their  charity  to  the  whole  race  of  men— 
had  tl'ty  poffcIVcd  thefe  calm,  rational-  j 
views,  they  would  have  been  improper  : 
perfons  for  carrying  (*n  a  work  which  | 
rerpiircd  mcafures  of  a  vigorous  kind,  j 
and  not  always  influenced  by  the  prin-  | 
ciplcs  of  uuivcrfal  benevolence. 

At  the  a  ra  of  the  reformation,  the 
flatc  of  human  nature  was  truly  deplo¬ 
rable  ;  nor  was  the  thick  darknefs  of 
ftich  a  nature  as  to  he  difpciled.in  an 
inllant  ;  for  the  progrefs  of  philofophy, 
in  enlightening  the  minds  of  men,  if 
How  and  gradual.  It  is  long  before  ftc 
extends  l»er  inliucnces  to  the  lowcf 
ranks  of  men,  who  enjoy  not  opportli* 
nitres  of  eultiva!.ing  the  mental  power*# 

In  our  own  country  this  liappy  effed  I* 
iH't  yet  fully  produced  ;  yet  we  have 
reafon  to  hope  that  the  period  is  fa/1  ip* 
proaching,  w'hen  the  improvement*  of 
leafou  will  be  univcrfally  diffiifed. 
While,  however,  the  lower  and  morf 
nnineroiis  part  of  onr  countrymen  arc  , 
ye:  itrangtTs  to  the  refinements  of  Icaro* 
ing,  it  is  lo  be  lamentcil  (hat  llu'le  who 
have  for  lonie  time  enjoyed  the  mild  Wr 
Pucnces  '>f  Icicnce,  have,  by  a  Hr**®*  1 

weakiuli  of  luuiciitauding,  and  depra* 
ration  of  the  rational  powers,  lunk  l®*® 
the  grolfnefs  of  tufJeUty*  Pretending  t® 

Uiiiik  uu  au  erdurged  plan,  theybafcd^' 
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(Tcnrrntcd  into  narrowncfsof  mind  in  its 
tant.iftic  garb. — But  narrow- 

iicfs  of  ini  nil  leads  to  the  iecmingly  op- 
politc  principle  of  infidelitu  will  fupply 
a  fuhieCt  for  our  next  Number.

S  I  R, 

F  all  the  dclcftable  crimes  that  de- 
bafe  human  nature,  hypocrify  is  one 
of  the  moft  atrocious :  for,  can  the 
ivind  of  man  imagine  any  tiling  of  -a 
more  daring  nature,  than  to  att  as  if 
Hod  Almighty  could  be  impofed  upcm  ? 
To  attend  all  the  external  duties  of 
Hhriftianity  with  infinitely  more  feem- 
ing  famftity  than  the  mod  Zrwfy  devout  of 
in.uikind,  and,  under  fuch  a  mafk  of 
piety,  to  praiJtice  the  mod  unheard-of 
erirnes,  is  an  aflront  offered  to  Omnipo¬ 
tence  tliat  the  utmod  energy  of  lan¬ 
guage  would  be  quite  inadequate  to 
convey  the  mod  didant  idea  of  fuch  a 
horrid  prefumption.  Did  !nen  adually 
believe  in  a  Supreme  Bclngy  and  that  he 
'V  IS  pofTcfled  of  omnifcience  and  omni- 
prel'cnce,  it  is  furely  inipodiblc  there 
ever  could  cxid  fuch  a  creature  as  an 
hypoerde.  Sucli  a  thought,  however, 
that  detcdablc  clafs  of  mankirul  mud 
doubt lefs  exclude,  and  believe  (at  lead 
their  adions  fay  fo),  that  He  is  ojie 
like  themfclves.’*  Deluded,  infatuated 
niortals !  wbo,  in  order  to  have  it  more 
in  your  power  to  commit  the  mod  im- 
p  'uiR  adions,  yon  will,  to  i^ivc  ihort- 
iiebted  mankind  an  exalted  notion  of 
the  reditude  of  your  priwediire,  irrfult 
alfo  the  Deity.  Do -not  your  fouls  fbiid- 
diT  when  you  rcflcd  upon  fuch  daring 
impiety  ? — Mankind,  indeed,  yon  may 
impofe  on,  and  add  another  aggravation 
to  your  flagitious  adions,  by  taking  ad^ 
'I'unta^e  of  them,  under  a  cloak -ot  reli-

Simulator  is  poJliaps  one  of  the  great- 
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cd  hypocrites  that  this,  or  any  othor 
age  has  produced.  All  the  external  du¬ 
ties  of  religion  he  performs  mod  punc¬ 
tually.  He  is  never  known  to  negledt 
the  worfldp  of  God  in  his  family  twice 
a-day,  which  he  always  protrads  to  ai 
immoderate  length.  liis  private  prayers 
are  alfo-  regularly  gone  about,  thougli 
the  defignation  of  private  is  intirely  out 
of  the  quedion,  as  he  always  performs 
them  whcix’  he  is  fure  of  bemg  heard  by 
fome  body.  There  is  not  a  facrament 
in  the  neiglibourhood  but  what  he  at¬ 
tends,  and  is  always  a  partaker.  He  is 
not  known  to  have  been  abfent  from 
church  one  Sabbath  thefc  feven  years* 
If  in  a  public  company,  he  is  always  ex¬ 
patiating  upon  the  prevailing  vices  of 
the  times,  and  if  one  happens  to  fay  an 
exceptionable  word,  he  immediately 
falls  to  admonition.  A  perfon  is  no 
fooner  fick  in  the  pariih,  but  Simulator 
pays  fuch  an  one  a  vifit,  where  -he  prays 
and  exhorts.  By  fuch  indefatigable 
pains,  he  has,  by  thofe  v'bo  are  uiidif- 
cerning,  attained  the  charader  of  an 
Apodle  : — Hut  let  the  unwary  take  care 
of  the  fubtle  fox,  as  he  will,  under  aH 
this  made  of  reWgion,  perpetrate  every 
fpccies  of  wickednefs,  provided  he  can 
accomplifti  it  privately.  Docs  he  tranfad 
any  piece  of  budnefs  with  one  wherein

from  feripture,  inculcating  tlic  love  of 
judice  and  equity.  This  fame  reW- 
gionid  will  yet  make  no  Icruple  to  tle*- 
baueb  the  wife  or  daughter  of  him  to^ 
ivhom  he  exprefles  the  greated  degree 
of  friendihip.  In  fliort,  as  I  laid  be¬ 
fore,  he  will  dop  at  no  crime  k  ht  can  do 
it  fccrctly.

very  liafc  pradicc,  I  mud  however  con- 
fiefs  is  far  from  being  of  fo  (hocking  a 
nature  .is  the  other,  namely,  perlons 
who  profefs  a  difpohtion  of  being  moA 
.dbliging  and  fcrviccahle  to  others,  an4 
who  would  make  you  believe  every  thi^ 
they  had  was  at  your  command,  while 
their  heans  AKC  Utterly  deiUtuie  of 
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fmallcft  fpark  of  that  heaven-born  tem¬ 
per  Bfnc'voltnce,  Diffimulata  is  one  of 
that  (lamp.  She  does  not  indeed,  like 
Simulator^  make  any  ih(fvv  of  religion, 
for,  to  fay  the  truth,  Ihe  is  iiitirely  void 
of  every  the  fmallcrt  religious  principle. 
'J'ruth  likewife  is  no  part  of  her  creed, 
as  ilic  will  tell  a  fallVhood  with  the  ut- 
moft  deliberation  if  it  in  the  leaft  fuits 
her  views.  She  delights  in  Hander,  and 
the  peribn  whole  ch.iraCier  fills  a  vidim 
to  her  malice,  is  truly  to  1h*  pitied.  So 
bad  a  lieart  is  Ihe  pf^fieflld  of,  that  llic 
perhap  1  never  did  a  huiuane  adioii  ex¬ 
cept  ihe  had  either  hitcrcfl  or  ojlentatlun 
at  the  bottom,  iiietuili'on  %  maxim, 
namely,  that  Tiattery  dire«5t  rarely 
dilgulh  is  aifo  lier’s.  Adulation  ihe 
therefore  lavs  on  at  no  alhovaiice  ;  and, 
.as  ilie  appe  U  S  to  do  it  with  fo  little  de- 
lign,  it  Is  ineoneeivable  h<*w  readily  it  is 
fwallowcd  :  this,  wiih  a  feeming 
delire  of  devoting  her  all  to  your  fer- 
vice,  covers  her  other  dctedable  qmali- 
t.es,  and,  except  to  a  diiict ruing  few, 
ihe  has  attained  the  charadcr  of  the 
rnoft  <ii!iiitereiled  benevolence,  fo  that 
Hic  is  In  Id  up  as  a  pcife^l  model  to  the 
reft  of  her  acquaintainces  : — So  eafily  is 
the  U4>rld  in  general  impofed  on  from 
external  appearances  I 

'T'l.us,  Sir,  I  have  perhaps  more  for- 
rildy  rejna  fented  the  odioufnefs  of  the 
above  vice  by  drawinsi  thefc  portraits 
(wliich  1  candidly  cimUfs  are  a  difprace

Jt.  IfCa  within  a  narrow  ei'inpafs,  ha¬ 


ving  heard  very  little  of  him  in  this  line 
(to  borrow  a  favourite  expreflion  of  his 
friend  Howe),  but  that  he  enjoyed  a 
place  of  no  refponlibility  under  the  fuc- 
ccHTivc  admiiiiftratioiis  of  the  marquis  of 
Hpekingham,  lord  Chatham,  and  the 
duke  of  Grafton.  About  three  years 
ago,  though  unconne(?ttd  with  any  par¬ 
ticular  fet  of  men,  and  feemingly  in  op- 
polition  to  the  court,  he  fudtlenly  emer¬ 
ged  out  of  his  political  obfeurityi  and 
took  a  very  warm,  confpicuous,  and  de¬ 
cided  part  in  parliament,  relative  to  the 
inquiry  into  the  ftate  and  condition  of 
afiairs  of  the  Eaft-India  company.  He 
was  a  buttrefs  to  the  miniftcron  that 
trying  occafion,  and  helped  him  to  fur- 
mount  the  difficulties  thrown  in  his  way, 
w'ith  a  plaiilibility  and  addrefs  well  fuit- 
ed  to  his  fituation,  and  perfe<5tly  conre- 
fpondent,  as  the  events  which  have  fincc 
happened  have  fully  proved,  to  his  fu» 
turc  views  of  ambition  and  active  life. 
It  was  a  very  favourable,  nay  lucky  cir* 
cumftance  for  the  noble  lord  (North) 
who  took  the  lead  in  that  buiinefs,  and 
w  ho,  in  the  progrefs  of  it,  found  himfelf 
powerfully  oppofed  in  the  cabinet,  that 
he  WHS  fupported  in  parliament  by  three 
perions  fupjrofed  to  be  w’arm  in  oppofi- 
tion,  namely,  the  noble  lord  w'ho  is  the 
fubjedt  of  the  prefent  obfervations.  Sir 
William  Meredith,  and  Mr  Cornwall, 
It  gave  a  complexion  to  the  meafure, 
which  nothing  but  time  and  a  change  of 
fituation  could  develope  or  make  intelli¬ 
gible. 

'I'he  a?ra  foon  approached,  which  ini« 
to  lay  the  immediate  foundation  for 
bringing  his  lordihip  in  a  much  more 
elevated  and  confequential  point  of  view 
than  he  had  hitherto  appeared  in.  To« 
wartls  the  dole  of  the  feflion  nowad- 
verted  to,  the  minifler,  as  a  counterba¬ 
lance  to  the  ravages  he  had  committed 
on  the  Eaft-India  company,  gave  them 
leave,  by  a  bill  exprrfsly  pafTed  for  that 
purpofe,  to  export  their  teas  to  North 
America.  I'his  conrcqiiently  drew  the 
old  dilputr,  fubfififng  fince  J768,  reb- 
tive  to  the  duty  laid  on  that  commodityi 
into  tpiellion.

a»i,  aiul  was  held  for  fome  weeks  with-^ 
out  any  particular  notice  being  taken  of 
the  Hate  of  affairs  in  America.  A  fpirit 
o*  teinpoiiling  and  procrallination,  Inch 
liiul  lor  the  four  preceding  years  p  re - 
v.iilnl,  feeined  Hill  to  pervade  the  king’s 
l'u\.ints.Ageutleman(col.Jenning8), how¬ 
ever,  Itrong  in  oppofition,  broke  this  mi- 
iiilUnial  repofe.  lie  roufed  the  minifters 
tVt)m  tliofc  deceitful,  unwholefomc  Ilum- 
;cis  in  which  they  had  fo  long  remuin- 
ivl,  fo  much  to  their  own  difgracc,  and 
file  diilioiiour  of  the  nation.  ■  He  gave 
notice  tliat,  on  a  particular  day,  he 
vvotild  move  for  a  committee  of  the 
w  Hole  iioufe  to  inquire  into  the  Ameri¬ 
can  artairs.  On  that  day  the  miniftcr’s 
mouth  was  opened  ;  he  found  himfelt 
1  leilctl,  and  made  an  a»5t  of  duty  what 
merely  proceeded  from  neccflity.  Jt 
as  not  till  the  9th  of  March  I774»  that 
lord  North  moved  for  a  committee  ; 
nor  w  as  it  till  that  day  that,  for  the  fu  ll 
time,  lord  George  Germaine  openly  de¬ 
clared  his  fentiments  upon  the  fuprema- 
cy  of  the  liritifh  legiPature,  as  a  mca- 
fnre  of  government,  over  all  and  every 
nt  the  dominions  and  dependencies  of 
the  Ihitilli  crown.  I'he  fii  ll  fruits  of  the 
relolulions  come  to  in  the  committee, 
and  w  hich  were  cxprefsly  declarative  of 
tint  right  in  the  moft  unlimited  and  un- 
coiiiiitional  terms,  was  the  Boiton  port- 
hill.  llis  lordihip  fupp(»rted  and  de¬ 
fended  this  bill  throughout ;  but,  as  he 
only  looked  upon  it  to  be  a  mere  law  of 
pnnillimcnt,  no  further  clftdlual  than  as 
It  might  be  fuppofed  to  operate  on  the 
inhabitants,  he  fuggefled  a  bill  of  pio- 
tc«ftl«)n  to  thofe  who  w'ere  to  be  employ- 
yd  in  carrying  the  provifions  of  the 
into  execution.  This  was  the  rife  of 
the  hill  lor  the  trial  of  perfons  charged 
with  otlcnces  in  North  America,  in  any 
other  province,  or  for  bringing  them 
over  to  England.  The  law  had  .»  double 
'ivw.  It  was  defigned  to  proteil  the 
nuht.ny,  w'hcn  called  out  to  the  aid  <»f 
the  rivil  pt)wer,  from  the  prejudiced 
'  erdict  of  a  provincial  jury,  as  well  as  to 
hung  odeiulers  in  that  country  to  juf- 
tJcc,  either  in  fome  other  colony,  or  in 
Gtwj*^  Brihiin.  'rhe  outline  of  this  bill 
v'.u  ftvommv  tided  by  hifc  loidlhip.  It 
Was  adopittl  with  gratitude,  and  puifucd 
w  iih  fieadinefi  by  the  miniHer,  till  it  re- 
cvivcd  the  ro\ai  atTciU,  This,  and  th,c 


other  which  followed  it,  that  for  alter* 
ing  the  charter  of  Mairachufett’s-Bay, 
were  both  of  his  lonllhip*H  hand,  at  Icaft 
the  former;  and  it  is  now'  only  in  the 
w'omb  of  time  to  decide  whetner  they 
were  the  wifeft  or  moft  pernicious  that 
ever  received  the  fan»fliou  of  a  firitidi 
pirliamcnt. 

This  nobleman’s  political  character 
prefents  little  more  w’orthy  of  public  no¬ 
tice  till  his  entrance  into  oftice  laft  v^in* 
ter,  but  his  voting  with  the  minifldr, 
upon  a  declared  principle  that  the  Bri- 
tifli  parliament  have  a  clear,  deeifive, 
conftitutional  right  to  bind  the  Ameri¬ 
can  colonics  in  all  cafes  whatfoever,  and 
in  purfnance  of  that  right,  to  accept  of 
no  conceftional  compiomife,  to  accede 
to  no  conciliatory  propofition  ftiort  of 
unconditional  fubininion.  As  lus  lord- 
fliip  ha^  aded  openly,  fo  he  has  adhered 
to  his  declarations  w'ith  all  poftible  ftca- 
diiicfs.  He  has  given  n  tone  of  vigour 
in  deliberation,  and  alacrity  in  execu¬ 
tion,  unknown  in  the  cabinet  or  in  of¬ 
fice  before  his  appointment ;  and  be  the 
event  of  the  prefent  momentous  ftrugglc 
w  hat  it  may,  truth  authorifes  us  to  ac¬ 
knowledge,  that,  as  far  as  people  at  a 
diftance  may  w’ith  confidence  pronounce, 
he  is  one  of  the  few'  who  can  be  fclcdlcd 
from  any  party  that  has  made  his  official 
ctmduifl  exadtly  correfpond  with  his  par¬ 
liamentary  declarations,  hitherto  at  lead, 
without  any  mixture  of  tergiverfation  or 
alloy. 

His  lordihip’s  abilities  as  a  fpeaker  arc 
w’cll  known.  If  he  he  not  fo  difrufivc  or 
well  informed  as  Mr  Burke,  nor  fo  fubtle, 
perfuafive,  or  confident  as  Mr  Tliurl^, 
he  lias  very  fingiilar  advantages  over  ci¬ 
ther  of  them.  lie  always  confines  him- 
felf  to  the  fubjeift  of  dtbafe.  He  never 
fails  to  keep  fome  point,  on  which  the 
weight  of  it  turns,  ftendily  in  view.  He 
approaches  with  a  motlerate  but  ftrady 
ftep,  and  is  generally  fiirc  to  carry  home 
conviction  to  the  iinderftandings,  as 
w'ell  as  to  the  hearts  of  his  hearers. 
His  manner  is  peculiar  ;  his  ftile  it  ner¬ 
vous  .and  manly  ;  his  language  elegance 
itfelf ;  and  his  ohfervati(»ns  pointed,  feu- 
teutious,  and  convincing.  lie  never  af- 
fe‘ls  to  fay  fliining  01  w'ilty  things,  nor 
lays  the  Icaft  foundation  for  regret  in  hU 
auditors  but  w  hen  he  (its  dow’ii. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  certain 
f.iilurc  in  his  voi«  «,  »n<l  labour  in  his 
delivery,  that  is  nut  very  plcafing :  bif 
cad$:ni:es  arc  uiufoiiii,  and  f^r  fruin  be-

A  markable  for  thofe  .atchievcmcnls 
of  WMt  and  humour,  which  he  condu4^ted 
with  a  dexterity  and  addrefs  peculiar  to 
biinfeir. — The  following  well  authenti- 
e  ited  lloi*y  will  ferve  to  (liew  the  inan- 
ucr  i?i  which  this  great  man  'cxercifed 
ins  benevolent  difpofition. 

Soon  after  the  conclcfion  of  the  pc.icc 
bef<)rc  laft,  the  duke  had  obferved  that 
a  middlc*agctl  man,  in  fometbing  like  a 
military  drrf^,  of  which  the  lace  was 
much  tarnilhcd,  and  the  cloth  worn 
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thread -bare,  appeared  at  a  certain  hour 
in  the  park,  walking  to  and  fro  in  the 
Mall  with  a  kind  of  mournful  lolemniiy^ 
and  ruminating  by  himlclf  on  one  oi  the 
benches,  without  taking  any  more  no¬ 
tice  of  the  gay  croiul  that  was  moving 
before  him  than  of  fo  many  emmets  on 
an  ant-hill,  or  atoms  dancing  in  the  fun. 
‘I'his  man  the  duke  fingled  out  for  a 
Irolic.  lie  began,  theretore,  by  nuking 
fome  in(|uiry  concerning  him,  and  foon 
learned  that  he  was  an  unfortunate  poor 
creature,  who,  having  laid  out  his  whole 
(luck  in  the  purchafe  of  acommilliou, 
had  behaved  with  great  bravery  in  the 
war  in  hopes  of  preferment ;  but,  at  the 
conclnfion  of  the  peace,  had  been  redu¬ 
ced  to  (larve  upon  half-pay. 

Thia  the  duke  thought  a  favourable 
circumllance  tor  bis  purpofc ;  but  he 
learned,  upon  further  inquiry,  that  tiu;

'I'he  duke  *h.4ving 
placed  himfcif  at  a  convenient  ditlance, 
law  his  meirenger  appraieh,  whhout 
in  ing  perceived,  .and  Ik  gin  to  fpeal^ 
avithout  being  heaid  :  He  behckl  his  in¬ 
tended  gncll  ftart  from  liib  revtik'  like  .< 
man  frighted  out  of  a  dream,  and  ga/.c 
with  .1  look  of  won<ler  .and  perplexity 
at  tlic  perlon  that  aeeofietl  him,  with¬ 
out  feemiug  to  comprehend  wh.at  he 
f.iid,  or  to  believe  his  (enfes  when  th-: 
meflage  vas  repeated  to  him  till  he  did. 
In  Huirt,  the  duke  faw,  with  infinite  fa- 
tisfa^ion,  .ill  that  e(»»ild  be  expedled  i  i 
the  looks,  behaviour,  and  attitude  of  a 
naan  addrefl'ed  in  fo  .abrupt  and  fuddei 
a  manner;  and,  as  the  fpOrt  depcnc^e J 
upon  the  c.aptain's  fcnfibiliiy,  ht  unco¬ 
vered  fo  imieli  of  that  quality  on  (Iri- 
kiiig  tlrf*  firll  firoke,  that  he  promifed 
himfcif  Incctfs  beyond  former  !»of  es : 
he  was  told,  lio\.cvci,  that  Ihc  capUitS 


returned  thanks  for  the  honour  intended 
hinfi,  and  would  wait  upon  his  grace  at 
the  time  appointed.  When  he  came, 
ll\c  duke  received  him  with  particular 
marks  of  civility  ;  and  taking  him  afide, 
with  an  air  of  fecrecy  and  importance, 
told  him  that  he  had  dctired  the  favour 
of  his  company  to  dine,  chiefly  on  ac¬ 
count  of  .1  lady  who  had  long  had  a 
particular  regard  for  him,  and  had  ex-

<who  <ivas  killed  in  the  unfortunate  At* 
tack  0^ Sullivan’s  Ifland. 

WHEN  an  addrefs  to  his  majefty 
was  moved  for  at  Poole  in  Dor* 
fetfliire,  in  the  ncighbourhood'of  which 
place  lieut.  Pike  lived,  with  an  amu^ 
wife  and  a  young  and  large  family,  the 
addrefs  met  with  much  oppofition.  He 
was  a  ftrenuous  friend  to  adminlftration; 
and  being  an  officer  in  his  majefty’i  fer- 
vice,  the  oppofite  party  took  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  his  being  prefent,  and  ungen^ 
roufly  threw  out  Ibme  ill-natured  and 
unjufl  farcafms  againfl  the  officers  of  the 
navy  and  army :  among  others,  they 
faid  that  Britifli  failors  and  foldiertever 
were  known  chearfully  to  6ght  the 
caufc  of  their  king  and  country ;  but, 
in  this  conteft  w  ith  America,  there  WM 
not  one  foldier  or  failor  but  what  wai 
forced  there  with  rcludlance ;  and  tbrt 
they  were  by  no  means  backward  in  act 
knowledging  this  to  be  the  cafe.  Sock 
inflnuations,  equally  unjufl  and 
matorys  calculated  to  prevent  the  ad¬ 
drefs  being  carricil,  lieut.  Pike,  with  • 
dignity  becoming  his  principles,  anfwcTt 
ed,  concluding  with,  “  Old  and  grey* 
headed  as  I  am,  the  father  of  i  young 
and  large  family,  pcrfedlly  happy  with 
the  boil  of  wives  ;  and  although  lif 
long  fci  vices  would  for  the  prefent  el- 
culV  me  from  ferving  goveininent,  y«t 
my  confcicnce  would  upbraid  Bl*c**l 
Ihould  think  the  work  only  half  done 
w'lre  I  not  to  draw  my  own  fwof^  ^ 
help  to  i  haflifc  the  apoflaie  offspring  of 
the  moll  injured  country  the  world^  M 
hitlierto  produced.  But  how  can  it  ^ 

oilierwlfe?  Even  you,  who  ought  to 

lilt*  flruggles  of  your  king,  in  procinW 
the  necclftiry  fnlvciflion  to  the 
authority  of  this  kingdom  over  , 
branches,  arc  abetting  them  with- 
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rcbtlHon  and  unpratcful  oppofition.*’ 
He  immediately  begged  lord  Sandwich 
appoint  bim  to  a  Odp  that  might  be 
lent  on  the  American  fcrvice,  which  un¬ 
fortunately  happened  to  be  the  A^ve. 
He  had  his  head  fliot  oif  by  a  fannon- 
ball.  Peace  to  his  manes !  and  a  monu- 
n  rnt  to  his  memory :  but,  alas  I  will 
thi>  abate  the^afflidion — wilbit  dry  up 
the  tears  of  his  difconfolate  widow,  and 
repay  his  infant  offspring  for  the  lofs  of 
k)  good  a  parent  ? 

Anfcdote  0/  thf  late  Capt*  Morris. 

''I 'HIS  brave,  but  unfortunate  officer, 

1  was  diftinguiffied  by  Sir  Peter  Par¬ 
ker  abo\e  twenty-five  years  ago,  who, 
in  Icveial  fcencs  of  difficult  fcrvice,  faw 
kich  inftances  of  bravery  and  prudence 
about  him,  as  decided  him,  whenever 


he  had  it  in  his  power,  to  lie  hit  friend. 
Before  the  breaking  out  of  the  Anicrt* 
can  war,  capt.  Morris,  who  was  then  a 
lieutenant  on  half-pay,  relided  in  l>e«QB« 
Ihire,  the  place  of  his  nativity,  happy  ta 
a  competency,  and  the  enjoytnent  of  4 
wife  and  five  or  fix  children }  but  ao 
fooner  was  Sir  Peter  Parker  invefttd 
with  this  late  command,  than  he  reevm* 
mended  his  friend  Morris,  in  the  mofr 
ffrenuous  manner,  to  a  flop  ;  which  the 
other  gladly  acccpteil  of,  happy  in  the 
opportunity  of  being  able  to  ferve  hit 
family  more  eH'edually,  ar.il  to  perform 
that  fcrvice  to  his  country  which  be 
ever  had  warmly  at  heart.  In  this  at¬ 
tempt,  however,  he  unfoitunalcly  fell ; 
and  by  his  fall  has  left  every  hon«)urablc 
demand  on  his  country  to  proted  hit 
wife  and  children.

to  enter  into  any  of  her  ports, 

A  large  brig,  laden  with  wine,  was  to¬ 
tally  loll  in  the  Baltic  the  14th  iiifl,  and 
all  tlic  crew  periflied. 

\Vc  are  informed,  that  advices  have 
been  received  of  an  engagement  having 
happened  between  a  Spanith  and  Porlu- 
picfe  fliip  of  .war,  oft’  the  Weflern  Iflcs, 
in  which  the  latter  was  oUiged  to  flrike# 

By  a  letter  from  an  oflieer  in  Canada 
it  appears,  that  the  article  in  4>ur  lalf 
fP.  316.J,  which  fays  ll»at  the  Indians 
had  murdered  all  the  rebels  that  were 
taken  at  the  Cedars,  is  not  true.  '1  he 
following  is  an  extrad  from  a  genuine 
letter  : — “  Capt.  Fofttr,  of  the  8lh  regi¬ 
ment,  on  his  way  down  the  river  bt 
Lawrence  from  (5fwcgatchey,  with  ,hi| 
company  of  light  infantry,  200  Indians^ 
and  a  few  Canadians,  attacked  a  rrbif 
poll  at  the  Cedars  tlvat  eonflfled  of  .^00 
men,  which  he  carried,  after,  kiliitig 
fome  and  making  the  rclt  prifl/iiers. 
The  Indians  loft  a  Sachem  (or  chief)  in 
tlic  attack,. which  fo  enraged  them,  that 
it  was  with  difiBciilty  capt.  Fofler  pre¬ 
vented  them  from  putting  the  prifonrm 
to  death.  Finding  that  the  piifc^neraL 
outnumbered  him,  he  thought  it  pru¬ 
dent  to  difmifi  them,  upon  prufitife  that 
an  equal  number  of  the  7th  and  26th 
regiments,  who  are  prifoners  with  the 
Americans,  ihould  be  excliangecl,  and 
kept  fcveral  of  their  officers  arhoflagei^ 
for  the  due  performance  of  the  cartel. 


The  plifoners  were  fworn  never  to  take 
tip  arms  agairift  liis  majefty  ;  luit  tlie  In- 
dianf%(1i«!  not  think  tlu  ir  <>ath  lufFicient- 
ly  binding,  anil  therdorc  (lit  all  their
